There 
are no other words that will convey 
If he becomes intelli- 
gent, capable of mastering the prob- 
Jem, he must ‘learn the language of 
truth. Without intelligence ~ the 
farmer is a destroyer of the soil and 
a hindrance to his own good fortune. 
It will pay to read about these things. 


Wolves Killing Off the Buffalo 


Investigations carried on. by » the 
Forestry Branch of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment have proven conclusively that 
several large herds of wild buffalo a 
still to be found in the hilly country 
on the northern boundary of Alberta, 
in the neighborhood of the Slave Riv- 
er. A party working under the di- 
rection of Mr. Av J. Bell, the Govern- 
ment Agent at Fort Smith, made a 
study of the habits and obtained. pho- 
tographe of these buffalo of the plains, 
the remnants of which were forced to 
seek shelter in the timbered fastness- 
es of the north. © 

These wood-buffalo, when fully 
grown are abls to defend themselves 
against their natural enemies, but in 
the winter before the young yearlings 
have attained fullyetrength, they fre- 
qnently fall victims to the timber- 


around the flanks of the buffalo herds 
as they pass in single file from one 
feeding ground to another, waiting for 
the opportunity to cut off a young 
animal an drive it from the beaten 
trail into the deep snow, where it is 
unable elther to escape or to defend 
itself. 

Partly-eaten Carcasses, were found 
by the Investigating” party,” which 
clearly indicated that the wolves were 
the cause. These grey timber-wolves 
are of large size, and are very numer 
ous in this region, where they men- 
ace the éxistence, not only of the 
wood-buffalo, but of other game as 
well. ‘The Dominion Government al 
reaty offers a bounty of twenty dol- 
lars a piece’ for their destruction, but 
80 sparsely inhabited is the region and 
so clever are the wolves in avoiding 
traps, that the present bounty has had 
little effect in reducing their numbers. 

It is possible that the Dominion 
Government will raise the bounty here 
to forty dollars in the hope of ridding 
the regions of these pests, and of pre- 
venting the extinction of the last wild 
bison in @xistence.

Nero’s Golden House 


Dr. Fritz .Weege, a young German 
archaeologist, drew attention to the 
enormous palace that was once erect- 
ed by Nero in Rome. The Italian 
governmeut, in consequence,  insti- 
tuted the very interesting excavations 
that are now being imade in what is 
called “The Golden House.’ This im- 
mense palece covered an acre of 
ground and was about three times the 
wize of the present Vatican. The 
Golden Houce, which extended from 
the Palatine far up the Esquiline, was 
erected after the burning of Rome in 
64. The building was afterwards con- 
verted by Nero’s successors into other 
edifices. The excavations are reveal 
ing much that is of extraoidirery in- 
t-rest.

Clergy Scheme a Success. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury’s idea 
ot distributing Anglican clergy 
throughout the sparsely settled dis 
tricts of western Canada, an idea that 
was put into operation about twowears 
ago, has proven itself highly su€cess- 
ful and a number-of additions to the 
ranks are to be made as soon as the 
necessary arrangements can be con- 
cluded. . : 

Canon Gardiner of Folkestone, Eng., 
who was in Canada recently, was sent 
to the Dominion by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in order to“make a report 
on the matter, and he says that. this 
report will be very favorable. 

About thirty of the English clergy 
bent out are now in the Northwest 
carrying ‘out the archbishop’s plan. 
Bome of them are traveling in pairs. 
When a district has become sufficient- 
ty well populated a church is erected 
and a regular parish established.. 

The exceptionally large number of 
immigrants who have been coming to 
Canada this year, says Canon Gardi- 
ner, is what is causing the determina- 
tion of the church in the old land to 
send out an additional contingent of 
clergy.to cope with the rapidly grow- 
ing ned for such work in the western 
provinces here.

The C. P. R. has announced that it 
would begin construction shortly of 
the longest tunnel in America.

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Hiawatha Dead. 


Hiawatha, the last hereditary chief 
of the Iroquois Indians, is dead. Ha 
had presided for many years over tha 
remnant of the tribe which settled 
in Ontario. Though the Iroquois are 
greatly scattered and number fewet 
than 12,000 in all, those on the Cana. 
dian reservation are regarded as thd 
head tribe, and the chief, Hiawatha, 
was looked up to as the chieftain of 
all the Iroquois. 

His successor will have to be elect 
ed by the tribe because his only ‘sou, 
Prince Lazarus, is not a candidate for 
the leadership, since he, like many 
other Iroquois Indians, has adapted 
himself to modern civilization, and at 
present he is studying for the Methc. 
dist ministry. It was the custom c! 
the Iroquois to name the chiefs elde:t 
son Hiawatha, which means a person 
of miraculous birth; but tbe late 
chief’s son was baptized Lazarus. 

While most of the Iroquois are now 
farmers, many of them have attained 
to considerable distinction in other 
pursuits, and their reservations in 
Ontario are wel) ordered and show an 
advanced state of cultivation.

it needed a flash of true prophecy in 
the mind of those who chose to speak 
of a nation stretching “from sea to 
sea.” The miracle of colonization, 
however, has been accomplished, and 
Canada is now reaching oe prime.

shifting the legislative buildings from 
Ottawa to innipeg, Brandon, ot 
some other int. The West might 
even demand it with ita larger influ- 
ence, wealth and numbers. 

Sir Richard did not speak of the 
matter as likely to be an accomplish- 
ment, but rather in a speculative way 
of what might oocur within the next 
fifty years, for he had been reviewing 
events of the past half century, having 
a marvellously clear memory. Tha 
western papers, however, caught at 
the suggestion, and for some weeks 
articles and letter appeared in tha 

ress on the subject that created no 
ittle stir. The West heartily approv- 
ed of Sir Richard’s suggestion, but 
Ottawa was stirred up.—Saturday 
Night. 


Toronto's Museum. 


The new museum of the Toronto 
University, now nearing completion, 
will be an important educational fac- 
tor. The use to the student of historic 
biology and geology of the paleontolo- 
gical collection, which is especially 
rich in invertebrate fossils is obvious, 
as well as the use to which the ex. 
tensive collection of minerals and geo. 
logical specimens generally will be 
put, but the different sections of the 
archaeological collection which will 
now for the first time be exhibited 
properly. should prove of value to stu: 
dents in a number of different facul- 
ties, illustrating as they dv tho history 
of different nations and the develop- 


»ment of various arts and crafts.

The main entrance takes one into 
the section which comprises chiefly 
tapestries and embroideries, of which 
some very beautiful and rare examples 
are to be seen. Another section is de 
voted to laces and embroideries of a 
smallen size, and this exhibit is of a 
very extensive character. A_ third 
comprises an elaborate collection of 
plaques, jars, vases and tiles of me. 
diaeval European construction. With 
these are exhibited many beautiful 
rugs, and several examples of rare 
Italian art of the renaissance period, 
of which the most striking is a Della 
Robbia ‘‘bambino,” a magnificent ex- 
ample of his work, the immense 
plaque measuring four feet in dia. 
meter and being mounted in an ela- 
borate frame. 

There is also a good collection of 
armor, antique furniture, Chinese, Ja. 
panese and Indian articles, Egyptian 
pottery, carvings and _ hieroglyphics, 
some of the objects dating back 5,000 
years. Greek, Roman and North Am. 
erican Indian articles are also to be 
seen.

M/.NY AMERICANS FORGET THAT 
EVENT EVER HAPPENED. 


Present Celebration of the Victory of 
Commodore Perry Serves To Ae- 
mind Canadians of the Soldiere 
Who Recéived Prize Money After 
Taking the City of Detroit—Papere 
In Essex Society's Hands. 


At this time, when there is a virn 
lent epidemic of Perry-tonitia on the 
American side of the great lakes, it 
m-, come as an agreeable surprise to 


| many Canadians to learn that hun. 


dreds of pounds currency were pnid 
to officers and men of the Lissex aint 
Kent militia for the capture of D= 
troit, now the commercial metropoiiv 
of Michigan, after it fell into the 
hands Of the British on /ug. 16. 1212 
says Charles L. Barker in The Toronto 
Globe. 

This intimation may come as a 
still greater surprise to our Anverican 
cousins, who are holding centennis| 
celebrations and boasting of Perry‘ 
victory on the lakes. The Americas 
histories give considerable protmin. 
ence to the story of how Perry. licks! 
the British and sank their cid tubs, 
but little or nothing is said of the 
capture of Fort Detroit in the sama 
war, and few persons of th2 presen! 
day ate aware of the fact that pris+ 
money was’paid to the Canadian sol-. 
diers after Gen. Hull surrendered For! 
Detroit to Gen. Sir Isaac Brock. 

A complete set of papers waa rs 
cently secured by Mr. Francis Cleary, 
of the County, High and 8urro 
e Courts for Essex, and presiden! 
of the Eesex Historical Society. H4 
was an intimate personal friend vf! 
the late John Davis, who served five 
consecutive years as Mayor of Win 
sor. Although Mr. Cleary and Mr 
Davis were warm personal friends ‘i! 
was impossible to secure access to the 
valuable papers in possession of thé 
ex-Mayor until after his demise a few 
months ago. 

The rare old records came to the 
Davis family through Mrs. Davia 
who was bequeathed the famous Moy 
farm, the estate of Hon. Angus Mack. 
intosh, who erected Moy Hall abou! 
1797 and lived there as the factor for 
the Hudson Bay Co. The old land. 
mark was torn down only last fall ‘tc 
make room for a new subdivision be 
tween Windsor and Walkerville. 

Among the Mackintosh papers were 
found the records of the prize pay 
list for the capture of Detroit. They 
have been carefully guarded all these 
years from the public, but Mr. Cleary 
was permitted to secure transcripts 
for the Essex Historical Society, thie 
being the first time the contents ‘ol 
the records were revealed to outsiders. 

The prize pay list for the 4th Com. 

any of the 2nd Regiment, Essex 
Militia, entitled to share in the cap- 
ture of Fort. Detroit on August 16, 
1812, shows that Lieut, Jean B. La- 
badie received: £24 currency. Bergt. 
Antoine Goyan gut £6, aid “the fol- 
lowing received £8 each: John G. 
Watson, John Rice, Jean B. Goyon, 
Andre Beneteau, Antoine Major, Basil 
Tourneau, Nicholas Janisse, Hypolite 
Janisse, Jean B. Beneteau, Jean 3B.

The effect was that, 
although the British preference 
technically only applied within 
the Empire, its result was to au- 
tomatically reduce the prices on 
goods from every country which 
wanted to dg business in Canada 
in competition with the. Mother 
Country, reducing it to the ex- 
tent by. which British goods were 
favored. In this way the real re- 
duction of costs effected by the 
Liberal government was. immen- 
sely greater than would appear 
by the general tariff, 

Had the. Liberal government 
been returiicd at last election, the 
reciprocity pact would have given 
a much greater. reduction and 
produced a gréater opportunity 
of trade, where the Canadian pro- 
ducer can and does trade to a 
greater advantage, despite the 
tariff. The United States have 
realized this, and a greatly re- 
duced tariff will soon go into ef- 
fect there.

Work of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture 


The report of the Minist:: of Agri- 
culture for the year ending March 31, 
1913 has been printed. It contains 
in concise and readable form a review 
of the work carried on by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture through its sever- 
al branc.28 and divisions during the 
year. It concludes also the Orders in 
Council that were passed affecting ag- 
riculture, 

The report is presented under five 
general heads as follows: 1, General 
remarks; 2, Arts and Agriculture; 8, 
Patents of Invention;, 4, Copyrights, 
Trade Marks, Industrial Designs and 
Timber Marks; 6, Fublic Health. 
There is also include. an appendix 
having reference to Public Health, Ex- 
hibition and the Seventh International 
Congress held at Rome against Tuber. 
culosis, 

Referring tc the trade in dairy pro- 
ducts it is pointed out that for the firt 
time in sixty years no butter was ex- 
ported to the United Kingdom, but 
on the other hand more than six and 
one-half millicn pounds were imported 
into Canada during the year. 

In the Seed Branch among other 
work almost nineteen thousand samp- 
were tested for 
farmers and seed merchants. 

The Live Stock Commissioner by 
means of public sales distributed up- 
wards of 1,300 breeding sheep, about 
one-third of which were purebred 
rams. In ths record of performance 
about one thousand cows have been 
entered for test. These represent 
stock of about 150 farms. 

Through the Experimental Farms 
system which includes the Central 
Farm and fifteen branch farms and 
stations an enormous amount of work 
has been done. The report not only 
gives one a general knowl e of its 
extent but brings to light Inany ac- 
complishments for agriculture. In 
Saskatchewan, it is pointed out that 
the spring wheat ‘Marquis’ yielded at 
the rate of 31 bushels per acre. ‘Phe 
still newer Prelude. wheat which rip- 
ens muc.. earlier than other good sorts 
was sent out for test during the year. 
A much larger quantity is promised for 
distribution during the coming winter. 
Many other useful points are recorded 
in’ the minister's report, copies of 
which are available to those who ap- 
Ply for it to the Publication Branch 
of the Department of Agrieulture at 
Ottawa.
